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WAS IT JUST A LARK? 


One young woman who thought speeding was just 
a lark is thinking more sober thoughts today—in the 
San Francisco County jail. 

She had tried to outdistance a traffic officer who 
was pursuing her at a perilous speed through the city 
streets. When after a two and a half mile chase she 
was finally stopped and brought into court, she faced 
the Judge with a lighthearted smile that seemed to 
say, “Wasn’t that fun!” But the Judge didn’t seet 
it that way. 

“If you'll step down from the witness stand,” he 
said, “I will wipe that smile off in about two seconds. 
Your conduct has been reprehensible in the extreme. 
You not only endangered the lives of countless early 
morning motorists, but you also risked the life of this 
traffic officer who had to run you down. I am going 
to give you a long time to think it over. One hund- 
red and twenty days in the County Jail. 

It is one of the stiffest penalties ever imposed in 
California for speeding. Too stiff, some people are 
saying. But was it? 

After all, the Judge may have found it impossible 
to get into the spirit of the thing—to see it as a lark. 

He may have been thinking of grim realities far 
removed from the carefree whims of a giddy young 
thing. Perhaps he could not forget the gruesome de- 
tails of just on bad smash—blood and agony and mu- 
tilated bodies, and pitiful cries of the dying .... 

It is with a sense of deep gratitude that we see at 
least qne Judge who has the interests of the people 
(those who are law abiding) at heart. That there is at 
least one Judge who will hand out a sentence that 
will produce results. Fines as they are passed out, in 
most cases, seldom mean anything. What is $2.50, 
$5.00 or even $25.00 to most of our reckless drivers? 
A small fine means nothing but “One Hundred and 
Twenty Days”, a bout one third of a year to sit and 
think it over will bring safety, without a doubt. 

Our own Judge might take a tip from this and bear 
down in the same way, and thus give our police offi- 
cers a break. We see people back around corners, 
enter forbidden entrances to different places and 
leave by places which are marked EXIT only. Let’s 
have these laws enforced, no matter who it is, and 
thus protect our wives and children and officers on 
whom they rely for portection.

RESTORED BY BANKS 


NEW YORK. — Eight different 
lines of activity through which the 
American Bankers Association is 
constantly aiming to promote better 
public 
in regard to banking and the atti- | 


tude of bankers toward legislation | ; 


are described in detail in a state 
ment made public here by R. S. 
Hecht, president of the association. 


The aim, he says, is “to strengthen | | 


the real basis for good opinion in | ? 


regard to the banks,” through fos- 
tering informative bank advertising | 
in the newspapers and in other ways. | 
The statement was issued in reply to | 
suggestions received urging a na- 
tionwide public educational program 
in regard to ‘‘the business of banking 
and its place in the economic life of 
our country.” 

Mr. Hecht declares that ‘“‘we have 
tried very hard to convince the pub- 
lic that the banking fraternity has 
truly profited by the lessons of the 
past, is determined to approach ail 
questions of banking policy from the 
broad viewpoint of public welfare | 
and is prepared to carry its full share 
of the burden in connection with all | 
efforts to restore sound prosperity | 
in this country.” | 


The Means Employed 
In describing the various meas- 
ures of the association “to exert a | 
beneficial influence on public opinion 
regarding the functions, methods 
and operations of banks,” Mr. Hecht 
enumerated the following activities: 


1. The Public Education Commission, 
which prepares plain language talks 
about bankng for use of bankers and | 
others before schools, civic clubs and 
over the radio. 

2. The Constructive Customer Rela- 
tions program, installed in many banks 
to help qualify bank employees to pro- 
mote a better informed and more sym- 
pathetic attitude among their custom- | 
ers regarding banking. | 

8. The Publicity Department, sup- 
plying city and country daily and | 
weekly newspapers with articles re- 
garding banking and allied subjects 
and furnishing the ge Parl il press with 
news and information regarding the 
activities of the association. 

4. The Advertising Department, sup- 
plying members of the association | 
with a series of informative newspa- | 
per advertisements setting forth in 
brief, popular language the methods | 
and policies under which banks oper- 
ate, their effective practices for pro- 
tecting depositors’ funds, the services 
they render and the various ways in 
which they cooperate with business in 
their own communities in fostering 
sound recovery and progress. 

6. The Executive Officers and the 
Committee on Banking Studies, who 
are active, particularly at Washing- 
ton, in consulting with Administration 
and Congressional leaders in formulat- 
ing proposals for banking reform based 
on broad lines of public welfare. 

6. The Agricultural Commission, pro- 
moting among bankers in the farm 
districts the practice of aiding their 
farm customers in installing on their 
farms better financial and operating 
inethods. 

7. The American Institute of Bank- 
ing, having primarily to do with the 
technical education of the younger 
banker, but now directing these efforts 
toward also playing a part in improv- 
ing public relations for banking as a 
whole, particularly through stressing
